What I claim and desire to secure by Letters Patent of 
the United States is: 

1. A golf putter comprising a metal head having a 
straight driving face, said head being formed with a 
longitudinally extending cut-out opening to said driving 
face and to Uie top and bottom of said head and defined 
by a downwardly tapering rear wall and a pair of down- 
wardly tapering end walls, a layer of adhesive applied to jg 
said cut-out walls, and a transparent plastic insert wedg- 
ingly fitted in said cut-out, said insert being of comple- 
mentary configuration and nicely filling said cut-out to 


afford unobstructed vision through said head and through 
said driving face. , . . ^ 

2. A golf putter comprising a head having a straight 
driving face, said head being formed with a longitudinally 
extending cut-out opening to said driving face and the 
top and bottom of said head, said cut-out defined by a 
rear wall and a pan* of end walls, a transparent insert fitted 
in said cut-out, and auxiliary means for retaining said 
insert in said cut-out, said insert being of complementary 
configuration and nicely filling said cut-out to afford un- 
obstructed vision through said head and through said 
driving face. 
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
